Dutton Pond should continue to be managed for warmwater fish species. The cold water layer is deficient 
in dissolved oxygen and the abundance of warmwater competitors precludes any trout management. 
 
Recently, largemouth bass have been discovered in Dutton Pond. It is unknown if this species has 
become established. 
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
